Jazzy Character Eulogizes 
Before Hot Record Society

New vistas in the approach to 
American jazz music were opened 
last night when Horace S. McTca- 
guc. well known New York jazz 
pianist and critic, addressed the 
opening meeting of the McGill Hot 
Jazz Record Society at their St. 
Antoine street clubrooms. "The 
element of physical deficiency," he 
stated, "has perhaps more to do 
with the styles and techniques of 
many well known hot musicians 
than anyone has heretofore recog- 
nized. Not only has my own deaf- 
ness, much as was the case with 
Beethoven, revolutionized my at- 
titude toward the rolling bass 
figures which form the nub of my 
playing, but other defects in other 
musicians— such as Charlie Hash- 
man's peculiar club-foot rhythms 
while playing saxophone, whence 
the origins of bc-bop— have been 
instrumental in producing some of 
the finest jazz we have." 

As his chief illustration, Mr. Mc- 
Tcaguc cited the case of Tee Hcc 
Mussel, who for the past 20 years 
has been recognized as one of jazz's 
leading clarinetists. "At the age of 
17, Tee Hec, then playing bassoon 
in the Kansas City Symphony, met 
with an accident which would have 
ended the careers of many lesser 
musicians." Mr. McTcaguc said. 
SERIOUS ACCIDENT 

"One night, while in the wings of 
the Kansas Opera House during an 
intermission, Tec Hcc bit into a 
rye whiskey bottle so hard that be 
severed several cords of his tongue, 
and since that time this organ has 
been completely paralyzed. 

"To Tec Hec, rather than prov- 
ing a stumbling block, this mishap 
served to spur him on to new 
heights. Unable any longer to play 
with a symphony orchestra, be- 
cause of the baldness which always 
accompanies such cases, Mussel 
consulted the careers of several 



because of defects, particularly the 
career of Demosthenes, the orator. 
For an entire year Tec Hcc al- 
ternated between diligent listening 
to recordings of the great New 
Orleans and Chicago clarinetists, 
and concentrated practice on his 
instrument, which he learned to 
play with his mouth full of marbles. 

"Such was his pcrscvcrcnce." Mr. 
McTcague continued, "that at the 
end of this time entered the Green 
Onion one night, walked to the 
stand where Hot Fingers Wilson 
was playing, and tapping him on 
the shoulder, presented a slip of 
paper on which was written a re- 
quest. '1 want to sit in with you,' 
it said simply. Wilson, always on 
the lookout for up-and-coming 
youngsters, agreed at once, and di- 
rected Tec Hcc to a chair. 
REPUTATION MADE 

"From this moment Tee Hce's 
reputation was made. He revealed 
a tone, so suitable to jazz as we 
now know, which throbbed and 
sighed through ten straigh choruses 
of Jass Band Ball, and when he 
finally blew his last throbbing 
note. 01' Jackson C. Ronson. the 
veteran New Orleans trumpeter 
who was in the club that night, 
exclaimed: 'We have it at last! 
Tec Hcc has found the genuine 
uvula trill, and jazz will go on! 

•That," said Mr. McTeague. "was 
probably the greatest moment in 
jazz, a tribute not only to the 
breadth and artistic scope of the 
idiom, but also to the outstanding 
courage of one man— Tee Hce Rus- 
sel." 

Mr. McTcaguc was introduced by 
the club president.

Robot Team 
Retains Tab 
On McGillites

Time marches on— and so docs 
McGill. This season old McGill has 
equipped herself with the latest 
automatic tabulating machines to 
keep Joe College's vital statistics 
on file. Using this new robot staff 
addition, authorities now literally 
hav% your number, the courses you 
arc taking, your grades, and othc: 
pertinent information ready for 
your immediate reference, pt pre- 
served for your obituary. 

Dr. W. Bruce Ross, Assistant Reg- 
istrar and mathematics professor, 
has collaborated with the Interna- 
tional Business Machines Corpora- 
tion in adapting their electric 
punched card accounting system to 
McGill's requirements. Through the 
medium of punched cards, valuable 
information concerning each stu- 
dent Is coded when it becomes 
available, and then in a solvent 
form is constantly ready for sort- 
ing, posting, listing, and tabulating 
by automatic machine action. 

The statistics card is the first 
coded by a member of our planet. 
A squat automaton feeds itself, 
chewing out the punched holes, then 
ejects the cards faster than the oper- 
ator can type out the condensed in- 
formation. Another person checks] 
these cards for human error with I 
the "verifier." When an error is I 
discovered, this heartless mcchan- j 
ical brain lights up as a slot-ma- 
chine giving up a "jack-pot." Past 
this stage, all recorded information 
is assumed to be accurate. The skep- 
tical may be assured that the odds 
arc unbelievably low. for two dif- 
ferent persons to make an identical 
type of mistake. In carrying out 
the same operation on one given 
student's record. 

Now the robots take over. 
Through a glass "skin." 400 cards 
a minute can be seen circulating 
in a man-made hurricane. Each 
card in turn is activated into a 
momentary flight, then settles in 
its own pidgcon-holc destination.

Besides materially aiding the 
aged and the sick. Jewish Philan- 
thropies provides subsidies to the 
Y.W.H.A.. Montreal Convalescent 
Hospital. Tutoring and Play Group. 
Canadian National Institute for the 
Blind. MacKay Institute and the 
Boy? Farm and Training School. 
For the continuation of all these 
worthwhile community services 
money Is urgently needed.

Mr. St. Laurent, Canada's Sec- 
retary of State for External Af- 
fairs, returned recently from Lake 
Success N.Y., where he is head of 
the Canadian delegation to the 
United Nations. It will be recalled 
that at Ihc current session of U.N., 
Canada was elected to a scat on 
the Security Council. 

Before entering the Cabinet, Mr. 
St. Laurent was a leading member 
of the legal profession in aCnada. 
He is a past president of the Cana- 
dian Bar Association, and repre- 
sented the Government in many 
important cases before the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council in 
London. 

Mr. St. Laurent entered the gov- 
ernment as Minister of Justice in 
December of 1041, giving up his 
lucrative legal practice, because of 
the extreme gravity of the coun- 
try's war situation. In late 1040, he 
was appointed Secretary of State 
for External Affairs, replacing the 
Prime Minister in that post. Since 
the War, Mr. St. Laurent has often 
been rumored as Mr. Mackenzie 
King's successor as Prime Minister 
of Canada.

In 1940, the Ethnological museum 

; was closed, chiefly through lack 
of funds. Thus a valuable source 
of information was lost to students 
during the war years. At this time 

■ part of the museum room was tak- 
en over by physiotherapy, while 
the centre was claimed by the 
Arctic Institute on May 10 of this 
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NATIONAL STUDENT FORUM 



University students, happily, are not a com- 
pletely satisfied or complacent group. Today, 
in a hectic and confused post-war world, they 
have adopted a somewhat cynical, critical atti- 
tude to platitudes and vague assertions of certain 
political, academic and religious leaders. 

This changing set of values among young 
scholars was suitably demonstrated at the re- 
cent Forum sponsored by the New York Herald 
Tribune in New York City. 

It was unfortunate that because of insuffi- 
cient pre-information concerning the nature of 
the Forum the students who were invited to 
New York arrived in that city fully expecting 
that they would constitute an active part of the 
discussion on world and student problems. 

Once they learned the program which had 
been prepared, however, they found that they 
were to act primarily in the capacity of listeners 
—not as participants. The Forum, then, was 
nothing more than a series of meetings during 
which prominent names in the political and 
academic worlds delivered speeches to the as- 
sembled audiences. 

<• <• <• 

It must be admitted at once that the roster 
of speakers was a distinguished one; that the 
topics upon which speeches were to be made were' 
equally impressive. Bnsed on the overall theme, 
''Modern Man: Slave or Sovereign 7 " the three 
main topics were: America's Problems of Lib- 
erty, Spiritual Contributions to the Strength/of 
Man, and The Reconstruction of Europe. 

The students were entitled to expect, at least, 
some constructive and valuable information 
concerning the future of their country— a factor 
to which each in his turn is intimately bound. 

But instead of witnessing stimulating and 
informative sessions and speeches, the students 
were faced with vague and undefined platitudes 
concerning the "dignity of the individual," the 
greatness of their country and their democracy, 
and the horrible threat which Russia constitutes 
to the rest of the world— this latter by implica- 
tion, at least. 



Indeed, so far was American self-righteous- 
ness and complacency carried, that one of the 
speakers— a prominent and important political 
figure— went so far as to assert that America's 
democratic strength and well-being lay precisely 
in the diversity of the country. 

As one American student cynically remarked 
after the session: "I always thought that strength 
lay in unity— not diversity. I guess I was wrong." 
* e> * 

So deep, therefore, was the disappointment 
of the assembled 600 students that after (he first 
day of sessions, some of the students decided 
that they would hold a forum of their own. 

The next day, over 150 students gathered 
about a conference tabic, and began an im- 
proptu debate and discussion upon questions in 
which they ucre vitally interested. Using the 
main Forum's topics, the students examined the 
necessity for universal military training, the 
foreign policies of the democracies, and the 
shortcomings of internal policy as well. 

Although the opinions expressed were often 
diverse and contradictory, there was a general 
feeling of.having discussed present-day problems 
in a constructive manner. The students left the 
meeting with a feeling of having done something 
worth their while. 

A lesson which may be drawn from this is 
one which bespeaks the necessity and usefulness 
of national student discussion on problems con- 
cerning not merely student life, but those affect- 
ing the national life of the country. Certainly, 
the authorities in charge of the Forum have 
learned that lesson. 

It is to be hoped that they will act upon it, 
and that future forums will involve students on 
an active rather than a passive level. In the 
meanwhile, however, the possibility of national 
student forums should be brought to the atten- 
tion of the respective national student organiza- 
tions — in our rase, the National Federation of 
Canadian Univcrsitv Students. — AT,

Les Concert Symphoniqucs open- 
ed iheir new series under Desire 
Defauw this week with a perform- 
ance of Beethoven's Ninth Sym- 
phony. Mr. Defauw's conducting 
was resplendent with the usual 
mannerisms which were enjoyed by 
the adolescent women in the audi- 
ence. However, the music did not 
fare very well under his hands. 

Have you ever worn a jacket with 
a sleeve and all the pockets torn 
out? Well that's the impression one 
got listening to Mr. Defauw's chop- 
ped up version of the Ninth. To 
continue the metaphor, the jacket 
was rather losely sewn together. 

Mr. Defauw's performance was 
amazing for its lack of balance in 
the orchestral choirs. The perform- 
ance also showed very clearly Mr. 
Defauw's abilities as a musician, 
if they may be called that. 

One of the metropolitan paper 
reviewers took it upon himself to 
censure Mr. Dcfnuw for placing the 
Ninth before the Stravinsky Firc- 
Bird Suite. Surely, he must have 
realized that this was done in order 
to drive from the listener's memory 
the mediocrity of the preceding 
performance. 

The choir, Les Disciples de Mas- 
senet, sang an energetic and ex- 
uberant fortissimo throughout. The 
soloists unfortunately were all 
French-speaking and sang the Ger- 
man with a nasal intonation. All 
things considered, they did very 
well. 

It is to be hoped that the concert 
this week was not a criterion for 
those to come. It would be unfort- 
unate to have to pay in advance 
for twelve concerts of the standard 
of the one we heard. Fortunately, 
we arc to hear Charles Munch and 
Georges Enesco as guest conducters 
and can at least look forward to 
these concerts. ^ 

Surely, it is time that Montreal 
concert-goers got up off their plush 
seats and complained to the powers 
that be about the quality, or lack 
of quality, of our symphonic con- 
certs. 

We were told that with the ac- 
quisition of a permanent conductor 
there would be a unity of purpose, 
of design, that the orchestra would 
improve immeasurably— what hap- 
pened to all these promises? The 
soli rnuîfed nearly every one of 
their entries. Was this lack of re- 
hearsal or was the unity of purpose 
missing? Surely with a permanent 
conductor resident in the city there 
was enough time to iron out these 
difficulties. But then again, one 
never knows, the conductor may 
not have noticed. There are con- 
ductors and conductors. 

The next concert, we are warned, 
will feature Monsieur Defauw and 
that Boris Karloff of pianists, 
Witold Malcuzlnsky. We arc alio' 
informed that the concerto will be 
one of the Liszt concertos. May we 
suggest dark glasses and car-muffs 
on your next shopping list. 



Trinity Players 
In Hart Play 

Wednesday night, the Trinity 
players presented their first per- 
formance of Christopher ' Blake, a 
play by Moss Hart. Hart fans will 
find this play unusual in the fact 
that it Is not a comedy, but a trage- 
dy, the tragedy of a child's reaction 
to the divorce of his parents. 

The first act begins in the 
the court anteroom, where Christo- 
pher, who is twelve years old, is 
confronted with the necessity of 
choosing which of his parents he 
will live with after their divorce. 
The subsequent scenes of the first 
act alternate between the actual 
courtroom and Christopher's imagi- 
nation, where he becomes a dra- 
matic producer who rehearses the 
tragedy of Christopher's life before 
Mr. and Mrs. Blake, and a wealthy 
South American, who refuses to 
take his parents out of the poor- 
house because they had left him to 
foster parents. 

The second act is divided ifito 
two scenes, the first, Christopher's 
idea of what the courtroom will be 
like, with n browbeating judge, and 
a mocking audience of his old 
schoolmates, and the second, the 
actual courtroom, where the judge, 
a fatherly and sympathetic man 
tries to obtain Christopher's con- 
fidence by discussing boy-scouting 
with him. 

Irwin Brown, who played Christ- 
opher, and George Woods, who 
played his father, were outstanding 
members of the cast. Louise Per- 
rault, who played Mrs. Blake, was 
inclined to overact, and seemed 
unnecessarily tense throughout the 
performance. She gave the Im- 
pression of a runner waiting for the 
starting gun. Among the smaller 
parts, Kenneth Burt, who played 
the stage manager, and later the

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Canada Today — A Survey ff

short essay a political and econo- 
mic lurvcy of Canada today. Such 
an overall view is confronted im- 
mediately with the somewhat con- 
tradictory facts that Canada, great- 
er in area than the United Slates 
of America, but with approximately 
the same population as the State of 
New York, is nevertheless a nation 
with tremendous economic and 
military strength. 

The great economic potential re- 
sulting directly from Canada's par- 
ticipation in the war is felt in every 
region across the country. In the 
output of manufactured products, 
the Canada Year Book, 1946, states 
that there- was an increase of 161.1 
per cent over the pre-war year of 
1939. The buying power of the peo- 
ple, highest ever recorded, along 
with the many manufactured 
articles created by new Canadian 
indsutry, has given Canada a high 
employment level with a subse- 
quently higher standard of living. 
Once a nation fluctuating according 
to the price of wheat in the world 
markets, Canada has now a strong 
industrial-agricultural economy. 

The 'price controls' maintained 
throughout the war and still affect- 
ing some commodities have been 
praised by economists of every 
land. Nonetheless, the policy of 
progressive decontrol, adopted at 
the end of the war. has not been 
instrumental in solving Canada's 
desperate housing problem. The 
roundabout solutions, proposed by 
the federal government and private 
interprise, do not face realities, 
and it now *ccms that only time 
(with its patience) will be the 
solvent. 

Politically, Canada is a self-gov- 
erning Dominion with its own dis- 
tinct Canadian citizenship. Intern- 
ally, the evolution from colony to 
nation is complete, as the Statute 
of Westminster (1931) signed be- 
tween the United Kingdom and 
Canada states in Section 4: "No 
Act of Parliament of the United 
Kingdom shall extend to a Domin- 
ion as part of the law of that Dom- 
inion, unless it is expressly de 
clared in that Act that that Domin- 
ion has requested and consented to 
the enactment thereof,

ing pains.' This is due primarily 
to two causes— the lack of staff, 
mature and competent, to com- 
prehend international politics; and 
the pervading principle often call- 
ed, "that which is consistent with 
Empire policy." The first cause 
is being remedied by education in 
foreign affairs at many Canadian 
universities and' the creation of 
Canadian embassies, consular ser- 
vices, and trade commissions man- 
ned by Canadians in all parts of 
the world. The second cause has 
been a source of continued em- 
barrassment to politically conscious 
Canadians in all walks of life. 
Such an outstanding example as 
the proposal by Canada that Trans- 
Jordan, Portugal, and Eire bo ad- 
mitted to the United Nations, when 
It was an acknowledged fact that 
the first two are not democratic in 
any sense that the word "dem- 
ocracy 1 ' is understood, and the 
third a definite hindrance as a 
neutral in a war waged for the sur- 
vival of free men everywhere, may 
be pointed out as a naive blunder. 
The veto in this case by the Soviet 
Union was considered "Justified'' by 
thinking Canadians. Such recom- 
mendations, although "consistent 
with Empire policy" do not add to 
Canada's prestige, and it is hoped 
that the near future will see the 
end of this docile attitude of Can- 
adian statesmen in foreign affairs. 

On the other hand, Canada's 
rightful share In U.N.N.R.A., In 
U.N.E.S.C.O.. and U.N.S.C.O.P. has 
been a source of pride; and the 
nation, not unmindful of the mis- 
takes of the past, looks hopefully 
to the future, where more, not 
less, democracy shall prevail in 
international politics. 

In this short article. I have at- 
tempted to portray the growing 
sense of love and pride that Can- 
adians have In themselves, and 
that, not unmindful of the obstacles 
before them, they arc striving to 
fulfill the hopes of the "Fathers 
of Confederation" who visloncd 
"that Canada would accept its re- 
sponsibilities amongst the nations 
of the world, and Canadians by 
I their living example would be as

From the articles in the Daily 
about Yugoslavia and personal con- 
versations with those who have re- 
turned from there one gains the 
impression of a poverty-stricken 
country devastated by war engaged 
in a vast effort to raise itself up 
by "its bootstraps." In the success 
of their efforts at reconstruction 
and development all fair-minded 
people will wish Yugoslavia well. 

There are, however, two as- 
pects to recent developments in 
Yugoslavia which cause us some 
concern. One of these is the threeat 
to the civil liberties of the people 
by the concentration of nearly all 
cultural and economic activities in 
the hands of the state; the other 
is the domination of the Yugoslav 
government by a party which is 
part of a fanatical movement whose 
avowed aim is the overthrow of 
all the legitimate governments of 
the globe outside of the Russian 
sphere of domination and the liq- 
uidation of a large part of the hu- 
man race. 

After the liberation of Yugoslavia 
a constitution guaranteeing free 
speech and assembly was adopted. 
A little later, although the peasants 
have been allowed to retain their 
land, all the larger industries and 
economic undertakings in private 
hands were confiscated and all 
economic and most cultural activity 
was brought under state control. 

History has shown that demo- 
cracy was achieved in those coun- 
tries in which there was a large 
middle class and various social and 
economic groups in competition 
with each other. Because no one 
group or class could gain control 
of the state, and because of their 
mutual competition, the franchise 
and accompanying civil rights were 
extended to the whole population. 

Russia is an example of where 
the exact opposite has happened. 
Since the adoption of the Five 
Year Plans all group activity out- 
side of state direction has been 
suppressed until today that un- 
happy country resembles more, in 
the ferociousness of its government

and the minute regulation of the 
individual, the Golden Horde or 
Roman Egypt than a modern civil- 
ized state. 

One can only hope that in her 
slavish adoption of Russian theory 
and organization Yugoslavia will 
not achieve the same dire results. 
Already all opposition to the rc- 
rcgimc is being suppressed as "self- 
will and the Five-Year Plan arc 
incompatible." 

A matter of more direct concern 
to Canadians is the fact that the 
Government of Yugoslavia is con- 
trolled by the Communist party. 
This party, as revealed by the state- 
ments of its philosophers and lead- 
ers and the "Theses and Statutes of 
the Communist International" alms 
to gain control, by any means what- 
soever, of the whole world and im- 
pose an oriental despotism upon 
mankind. Already the Communists 
have captured Russia and eastern 
Europe, Including Yugoslavia, and 
they are now carrying on their 
nefarious activities throughout the 
rest of the world. For this reason 
Yugoslavia, although so far distant 
from Canada, is a direct threat to 
our homeland. 

In a speech of 8 November, 1946, 
reported by the Continental News 
Service, Marshall Tito declared that 
the capitalist forces were the nat- 
ural enemy of communism and 
that although communists might co- 
operate with capitalist powers in 
the future such co-operation. would 
be temporary and have as its aim 
the final ruin of capitalism. He 
went on to advocate the final an- 
nihilation of reactions and an at- 
tack upon Britain and the United 
States. Already an agency for co- 
ordinating the activities of the com- 
munist parties of most of the coun- 
tries of Europe has been establish- 
ed in Belgrade. 

We can therefore sec that how- 
ever goodwill we may have for the 
people we must distrust Yugoslavia. 
Developments In that country have 
more than an academic interest for 
Canadians and need to be watched 
very closely.

The Editor, McGill "Daily- 
Dear Sir: 

Congratulations on your editorial 
"What Price Housing?" which ap- 
peared in Wednesday's edition of 
The Daily. Your outline and com- 
ment on the notorious affaire Web- 
ber must have been read with in- 
terest by a large section of the 
student body, and it is to be hoped 
that The Daily will follow up this 
case carefully, for the benefit espe- 
cially of married students at Mc- 
Gill to whom the disgraceful con- 
dition of Canada's housing prog- 
rani is more than a merely theore- 
tical problem. 

Your remarks, however, could 
bear some elaboration. For ex- 
ample, Canadian Legion officials in 
Quebec, who have been the objects 
of extremely serious charges — to 
wit, of having conspired against 
both Mr. Webber and the Canadian 
Legion itself, in influencing Web- 
ber's dismissal and in opposing the 
almost unanimous demand of Leg- 
ionnaires for government-subsidiz- 
ed housing — have to date made no 
effort to answer these charges in 
the press. 

Further it is a well-known fact 
that such high Legion officials as 
General C. B. Price, President of 
Dominion Command, have publicly 
expressed opposition to government 
participation in the housing field, 
while at the same time the rank 
and file of Legion members all over 
Canada have been passing résolu 
Hons calling for low-cost homes, to 
be provided through government 
subsidies. 

While it is obvious that General 
Price Is in close agreement on 
this issue with Finance Minister 
Douglas Abbott, who recently in- 
formed the Canadian people that he 
does not consider subsidies as 
either necessary or desirable, it is 
equally evident that both these 
well-to-to gentlemen are in any- 
thing but close agreement with the 
Canadian people as a whole or with 
the Canadian Legion as a whole, 

The' reason for this phenomenon 
may possibly be that General Price 
and Mr. Abbott lack the personal 
experience of being crowded into 
one-roomed "apartments", garages, 
barns and even chicken-coops, that 
has been the lot of a growing num 
ber 'of less well-off people; or it 
may be simply that they kno.w of 
such experiences and consider 
them good for the soul. But what- 
ever the reason behind their atti- 
tude to housing, it is patently not 
in sympathy with the people whom 
Ihcy represent, and it is not to be 
expected that either they or the 
officials of the Legion's Quebec 
Command will care to test this 



Dear Sir; 

As a prc-mcdical student who 
hopes to eventually go into the 
field of Psychiatry. I would like to 
add a few comments to yesterday's 
editorial. 

One of the primary reasons for 
the lack of interest in Psychiatry 
is the length of time that training 
takes: four years of pre-med, four 
years of med-school, and then five 
years of both internship and 
schooling. During the latter period 
a student must be psychoanalizcd, 
psychoanalizc three people, plus 
other studies. Thirteen years of 
very difficult schooling in addition 
to the cost of such training is the 
deterring point which causes many 
mcd-students to go into other fields 
of medicine. 

It was also stated that Psychiatry 
was a very lucrative position. It 
is, if a man opens an office prim- 
arily to cater to the neurotic rich. 
However, for a man who wants to 
help those who really need help 
there arc only mental hospitals 
which as a whole usually under 
pay their staffs outrageously. Also, 
the crowded conditions and the 
lack of equipment In these hos- 



pitals make working there any- 
thing but a pleasure. 

Another small point, is the scorn 
of your friends, unenlifihtencd 
ones, of course; "Don't all psychit- 
rists go crazy? Working with nuts 
will make you that way too." 

Yes,' there arc many things that 
will keep a man from aiding his 
fellow man in the field of mental 
health.

Housing Again 

October 23. 1947. 

Dear Sir: 

The editorial in The Daily of 
Wednesday, October 22, 1947. was 
substantially correct in its presen- 
tation of "The Webber Affair." but 
I feel that more must be said on 
the matter. The dismissal of Tom 
Webber, while of importance to 
Mr. Webber himself, has far great- 
er importance in that it has served 
to focus attention on the nation- 
wide housing crisis once more. 

Whether Webber's and Spragett's 
charges against the Legion Com- 
mand and certain government offi- 
cials arc true, will be very difficult 
to prove, particularly if every ab- 
staclc to t investigation of these 



charges Is put by certain interested 
quarters. What is indisputable, how- 
ever, is that the housing shortage is 
now worse than ever, and literally 
thousands of people arc in dire need 
of homes. This is admitted by every- 
one, and for this critical situation 

the Government and Legion brass- 
hats arc chiefly responsible. 

There is a growing realization 
among rank and file Legion mem- 
bers that the Command, rather than 
providing the necessary leadership 
in a drive for subsidized housing, 
as has been demanded at numerous 
Legion conventions, is doing its ut- 
most to frustrate the demands of 
the yung vets. Numerous resolu- 
tions passed by Legion branches 
throughout the city in the past few 
weeks demanding immediate action 
on housing shows that the vets arc 
no longer fooled by the manoevcr- 
lngs of provincial command. 

Then again many Legion mem- 
bers are wondering if there is more 
than coincidence in the fact that 
some of the top Legion housing 
authorities also happen to be big- 
shots in the real estate and contract- 
ing business. 

Although provincial command is 
doing its utmost to quell this 
grqund-swcll of revolt in the 
branches, the drive for action on 
housing has already become too 
strong to be stifled by the top lead- 
ership. While the first branch to 
take independent action on housing, 
the Snowdon branch, was suspend- 
ed last year, it is no longer pos- 
sible for Command to lake sucn 
steps with impunity. Legion mem- 
bers expect that at long last the Ca- 
nadian Legion, urged on by pres- 
sure from below, will be compelled 



to take strong action on housing.

Dental Group 
Hears Obeck 
In Grid Talk 

At the luncheon meeting of the 
twenty-third Annual Fall Dental 
Clinic of the Montreal Dental Club, 
one cf the more entertaining fea- 
tures was n brisk and breezy out- 
line of football techniques by Vic 
Obeck. 

With a blackboard. Coach Obeck 
outlined the technique of the T- 
formation and explained to the 
visiting dentists some of the prob- 
lems that beset coaches of college 
football teams. 

"Football," stressed the McGill 
mentor, "is one sport where a man 
is taken as he, is. Not for his creed, 
his nationality or his color but by 
the way he plays the game." 

Speaker at the luncheon was Dr. 
Leroy Miner, former dean of the 
Faculty of Dental Medicine at Har- 
vard University, who summarized 
the last two years' experience of 
the use of penicillin in local dental 
infections. 

"This miracle drug," said Dr. 
Miner, "has completely changed the 
teachings and techniques of com- 
batting infection and pain." Dr. 
Miner termed use of penicillin in 
dentistry as "revolutionary." 

Dr. P. K. Losch of Boston, pro- 
fessor of dental pediatrics at Har- 
ward School of Dental Medicine, 
who addressed the morning session 
yesterday, maintained that den- 
tistry must improve its educational 
methods, particularly the training 
of dental assistants who can attend 
to matters requiring less skill and 
so reduce cost to the public. 

"At present," Dr. Losch explain- 
ed, "dental costs to the patient 
are rising because the tendency is 
to refer him to a specialist." 

Dentists are doing many things 
today that could be done just as 
well by assistants and at a lower 
cost to patients, Dr. Losch contend- 
ed. He warned of the threat of so- 
cialized medicine and suggested 
that the development of assistants 
would weaken the premise that so- 
cialized medicine must come if the 
public is to receive the service it 
needs. 

"We've got to seek means of serv- 
ing the public at costs they can af- 
ford," Dr. Losch warned. "Either 
we do it or surrender to those who 
can."

The tabulator will next collect 
your vital statistics, and your re- 
cent "life and death" marks at a 
clip of 80 cards a minute. This 
slow speed is considered disgrace- 
ful in robot society. 

A faster cousin, the "collator," 
will hunt out special information at 
large from student's cards. For 
instance, cards of students taking 
psychology 213'j can be grouped 
together without a moment's hesi- 
tation— 240-480 every minute. Re- 
ports arc then "read" by the tabu- 
lator, which then prints them in the 
form of neat and accurate tabulated 
lists. 

Essential information available 
from Joe College's punched card 
lists him on the first year Home- 
makers course. Unfortunately for 
him, it also points out that he must 
attend lectures at Dawson College 
instead of at MacDonald. Given 
importance on this card are course 
listings in Arts and Science, Com- 
merce, Graduate School, or re- 
search work: medical category; 
veteran standing; address and tele- 
phone number, and other personal 
facts. Courses punched out on this 
card have corresponding separate 
cards with additional information 
about each course taken. 

Immediate use is being made of 
McGill's new record system in the 
early compilation of the students' 
directory. Distribution of each 
year's directory has usually been 
held back until the end of the first 
term. This has been partly due to 
delays in printing. 

Students this year will learn "the 
wont" much sooner. Records of 
standing will be prepared in ad- 
vance of the early summer mailing 
lime as a result of the phenomenal 
punched-card system. 

McGill's brand-new I.B.M. elec- 
tric punched-eard machines arc In- 
tended for other services at the 
university, as well as for students' 
records. Accounting routines arc 
features originally incorporated in 
the design of thefc automatic ma- 
chines. 

Guiding the operators and their 
robot aides in Dugan House is Mrs. 
Phyllis Campbell; she insists U.N.B.

Students Hear 
Strikers' Head 



The first open meeting of the 
Student Labor Club yesterday 
evening featured a talk by Jack 
Casgrain, Quebec and Maritime di- 
rector of the United Packinghouse 
Workers of America. He spoke of 
the meat strike in Canada which 
is coming to an end this week and 
in particular of the struggle of 
Montreal packinghouse workers at 
the Canada Packers and Wilsil 
plants in Point St. Charles. 

At first Mr. Casgrain related 
some of his experiences this past 
summer at Chambly, where the 
workers of the local rubber factory 
struck under the banner of the 
C.I.O. It was here that the first in- 
junction since before the war pro- 
hibiting picketing by the workers 
was granted to a company. The 
Chambly strike was legal through- 
out, but because of the injunction 
grantor by the Superior Court, the 
strike was lost. 

The meat packing strike, on the 
other hand, was declared illegal in 
Quebec almost immediately and 
despite injunctions granted to the 
two local packing plants, the strike 
was won. Mr, Casgrain condemned 
the action of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment and in particular tho?e of 
Premier Duplcssis for overstepping 
his authority and added that this 
actions would be contested in the 
courts.
